Announcing that he spoke for no- 
body but himself, the Vice-Presi- 
dent told the delegates he occupied 
“the most unique position of any of- 
ficial on the face of the globe,“ for 
the reason that “I am without pow- 
er or influence.“ Mr. Marshall said 
he did not know enough about the 
problems before the conference to 
discuss them intelligently. 
“I have troubles enough of my 
own,” he said, adding amid laugh- 
ter and applause, “I preside over 
the Senate of the United States.“ 
“But I do have some idea as to 
how the many wrongs which exist in 
the relations of labor and capital are 
to be solved,” he said, “and I can- 
not help saying this to you: ‘For 
God’s sake, get at the solution of 
these problems in a spirit of amity 
and concord and friendship and 
common human sympathy.’” 
OBJECTS TO “CLASSES.” 

The Vice-President objected to re- 
ferring to legislation in the interest 
of the “labor class or any other

The rights, privileges and immunities 
guaranteed by Federal and State laws are 
primarily for the citizens of the United 
States.

But the or- 
ganic and statute laws accord to citizens 
of the country certain rights that are DE-

spread its baneful influence most rapidly, 
beginning at once to check, correct and. if 
possible, entirely eradicate it from the pa- 
tient.

Discuss Board to Regulate 
Costs and Profits.

The advisability of a law to set 
profite and regulate the cost of liv- 
ing in California and the calling of 
a Special session of the Legislature’

All three men opposed any plan 
to create a new commission, but 
stated that one of the many now 
employed by the State could handle 
the new: problem with ease. 

The Mayor expressed himself as 
being’ heartily favor of such a 
law’ as pro by Mr. Young to 
regulate profits. and asserted that 
he believes that it is the duty of the 
State to take some action to relieve 
the people of their present burden.

ent was started here 
vester day to form a consumers’ 
league to co-operate with the one 
that has been organized in the north- 
ern part of the State. This league 
will be com posed of the members 
of the women's clubs, and it is the 
intenticn of the organizers to de- 
mand a apecial session to take care 
of the Mving problem. The women's 
clubs of Pasadena have united to 
demand some action by the Gover- 
nor, and the leaders believe that 
pressure can be brought to bear to 
force a special session.
